ward its plans to enlist Baptist 
churches everywhere in estab- 
lishing and developing the “all- 
age Sunday school” and the 
graded Training Union or its 
equivalent.

MOSCOW SAYS 


BAPTISTS ARE 
ANTI-RED 


MOSCOW (RNS) — Moscow 
Radio, in one of its atheistic 
broadcasts, turned its verbal 
guns on Baptists in the U. S. S. 
R. as enemies of Communism. 

It cautioned its listeners not 
to be “misled by the Baptists’ 
absence of magnificent chur- 
ches with cupolas and crosses 
or long-haired priests in vest- 


- ments, because they just don’t 


have such things.” 

What must be remembered, 
the station admonished, is that 
“the Baptists are one of the 
most active Christian sects in 
our country — one which has 
the most vitality.” 

“Their headquarters,” it ad- 
ded, “are at Washington in the 
United States, where the Bap- 
tist World Alliance is located. 
Baptists pretend that they do 
not oppose Communism, and 
some naive people believe them. 
But, like other Christian sects, 
they, too, work against the pro- 
gress of Communism.”

Skepticism 

Elsewhere among Southern 
Baptists, reaction to the Dem- 
ecratic nomination of Sen. John 
F. Kennedy of Massachusetts 
met outright opposition or skep- 
ticism. 

Speaking in his pulpit prior 
to the Democratic National 
Convention, which nominated 
Kennedy, Pastor W. A. Cris- 
well of First Baptist Church, 
Dallas, said: 

“If Kennedy is nominated and 
elected, it will inevitably open 
the door for a United States 
Ambassador to ‘the Roman 
Catholic Church,/ tax support 
for Catholic schdols, and final- 
ly the recognition of the Roman 
Church above all others.” 

Dangers 

H. F. Paschall, pastor of 
Nashville's First Baptist Church 
warned in a sermon of dan- 
gers he said could come from 
a Catholic President. 

Paschall had just returned 
from South America, where he 
said he observed what it is like 
to live in countries in which 
the political state and the Ro- 
man Catholic Church are not 


separated.

idency.

To some, 
this sprinkling is only a petty 
extra to infant dedication. 
Among Roman Catholics and 
| Anglo-Catholics it is a magic 
ceremony in which (so it is al- 
}leged) a child is regenerated. 
| But the baptism! wherewith we 
|were baptised igs the baptism 
by immersion of believers in 
Christ, 

Which of these baptisms is 
the ONE baptism? Baptism be- 
longs to the resurrection side 
of the Gospel. In the Lord’s 
Supper we show His death. In 
Baptism we show His death and 
His rising again. The baptised 
are those who in Christ have 
passed from death to life. Ihey 
declare that they themselves

To fol- 
low Christ step by step, to die 
with | Him, to be buried with 
Him,|to,-be raised with Him in 
te is an unforgettable priv- 
ilege,| a landmark exerpience 
in Christian pilgrimage. Claim 
it, anf if your church denies it 
to you, ask us to help you.” 

4. We say to the Ecumenicals 
who are now so busy knocking 
down \the middle walls of parti- 
tion betweep: the churches, “Be- 
ware that you do not sweep the 
rubbi¢ into our baptistries and 
fill them up.” 

5. We say to the Church of 
Jesus| Christ throughout the 
world; that, in our judgment, 
the Reformation still needs to 
be completed.

Formerly, postal officials had 
no ‘authority to halt mail going 
to a suspected offender until 
they had obtained a conviction 
in court. Congress in 1958 amen- 
ded the law to provide for a 20- 
day mail impounding period 
while the Post Office Depart- 
ment went to court to seek an 
injunction. This law was adopt- 
ed after Congressional commit- 
tees found evidence of rush 
“bargain sales’ by smut ped- 
diers who openly advertised 
that a post office charge had 
been issued against them for 
obscenity. In practice, however 
the 20-day period has proved 
too short to enable the depart- 
ment to prepare its legal case. 

Mrs, Granahan, chairman of 
a House Post Office subcom- 
mitee which has been investi- 
gating obscenity in the mails, 
proposed a bill to lengthen the 
impounding to 45 days: How- 
ever, as soon as the House pass- 
ed it, the measure ran into op- 
position from the American Bar 
Association and the American 
Civil Liberties Union, as well 
as legitimate magazine and 
book™publishers.

In 1952, when the legislation 
was first introduced, air car- 
riers were using planes weigh- 
ing 140,000 pounds, carrying 60 
to 65 passengers at 300 miles 
per hour and 22,000 feet maxi- 
mum altitude. Now jet planes 
weighing 300,000. pounds, car- 
rying as many as 179 passeng- 
ers and flying 500 miles an hour 
at 35,000 feet are in use., he 
pointed out.

MANIFESTO ON RELIGIOUS FREEDOM 
Adopted by the Tenth Congress 
Rio de Janeiro, Brazil 
June 30, 1960 
We believe: 

1. That God created man in His own image and en- 
dowed him with freedom to respond to his redemptive 
love; : 

2. That man is responsible to God for his religious 
belief and practice; 

3. That religious faith and participation must be vol- 
untary in order to be real. 

We rejoice: 
. 1. That God gives grace to endure oppression and to 
use freedom; 

2. That friends of religious liberty are found in all 
Christian communions; 

3. That recent legislation in several countries is fav- 
orable to religious liberty. 

We earnestly desire: 

1. That all forms of discrimination against religious 
minorities shall cease; 

2. That all religious bodies shall make an unequivocal 
commitment to full religious liberty for all people; 

3. That all nations shall guarantee the right of all 
citizens to believe, to worship, to teach, to evangelize, to 
change their religious affiliation, and to serve their God as 
their consciences dictate. 

We solemnly covenant: 

1. To study and proclaim the freedom men have in 
Jesus Christ, the Lord; 

2. To show Christian understanding and love tow- 
ards those whose beliefs and practices are different from 
our own; 

3. To pray and use our influence for the preservation 
and extension of religious liberty for all men.
